A spirited debate took place over a reso-
lution IntroMiced In the morning sesslon
by H. F. Mclntogh of Omahn. The measura
indorsed the proposition now bLefore con-
gross looking to the leasing of the govern-
ment iand, a review of which appeared In
The Bee thls morning. Mr. Mclutosh's
resolution follows:

Resolution Is Adopied,

T resolution indorsing the land leasing
proposition was introduced Just before ad-
journment and opinion seemed so widely
divided regardiog its merit that consldera-
tlon was postponed until afternoon, when
It was finally adopted.

The only address durlug the morning ses-
slon was by Prof, . F. Curtiss, who spoke
of the use and abuse of pedigrees (n bread-
ing. He pointed but the importance of
broeders of live stock understanding the
eloments which enter into the making of a
pedigree. It wan aceepted as a law of
breeding that bad tralts are as hereditary
In live stock as good tralts, and Mr. Curtiss
inslsted that until the broeder understands
all factors in the problem of production he
cannot depend upon the success of his ef-
forts. He nsserted that the reputation of
the breeder, as well ns the ancestry of the
animal, constituted an element in the pedi-
gree and & strong plea was made for n high
standard of Integrity among breeders.

Nebraskn Dairymen's Association.

The Nebraska Dalrymen's assoclation re-
sumed {ts work Lthis morning with an at-
tendance larger than at any of the agricul-
tural meetings this week., The sesslon was
begun at 0 o'clock with the reading of the
roport of 8. C. Dassett of Gihbon, secretary

Dr. W. A. Thomas, state veterinarian,
gove an Interesting paper on ““The Corn
Stalk Disease,” in which he demonstrated
that the so-called diseuse s nothing more
then the ludigestibllity of the corn stalk.
Helng woody, It l& no better for food than
suwdust, and an animal which gets a great
quantity on Its stomach dies of no infection
but of inability to digest the stuff. It causes
paralysis of the stomach and Intestines and

“Alfalfa Culture,” by Prof. T. L. Lyon of
the Staie university made an Interesting
paper. He recounted the spread of ts pop-
ularity in the state and slzed up its pul-
tritive aunlities,

“The Hand Separator,” by F.'M. Housh
of Neligh, was the subject which drew
forth dlscusslon an the possibilities of rals-
fug calves on separated milk. He sald that
in the atate of Nebraska alone over 5,000
sepatators ere now in use, each costing
from $80 to $100, A score or so of people
fock part In the discussion of the ralsing
of calves. Among them were Mr. Ashburn
of Gibhon, whe told how he was always suc-
sesuful with  skim  milk, Regularity In
teeding Is 8 prime essentinl, he eald.

In her sult she asks the United States
court to restraln the Indlan agent and
Black Tomahawk from removing her.from
the tract. She also asks that the trust
patent issued to Black Tomahawk be set
aslde. The case will be watched with in-
terest by thousands of persons who are
familiar with the long-drawn-out struggle
for possession of the land.
